The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art made of record includes a first member with two open ends 
that is fixedly installed with a guiding member, a brush supporting structure having a 
body with a brush at the upper portion and formed with a hole and a upward extending 
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member extending upward from the body to the brush and having a hollow portion 
which communicating with the hole and a upper opening, a second member, a 
protection cap covering the upper portion of the first member having a pressing 
projection engaging into the upper opening of the upward extending member, a length 
variable member having a supporting disc and a plurality of segments, the supporting 
disc fixed on the inner bottom of the second member, wherein the segments comprise 
an outermost segment, and a coupling segment, the outermost segment engaged with 
the supporting disc and the guiding member, the coupling segment is slidably received 
in the outermost segment and has a coupling portion, and the upper end of the length 
variable member positioned in the upward extending member is provided with a 
cylindrical member elastically supported by a spring. 

JP 2004-167249 and USPN 6,405,402 have the same inventive entity as the 
present application, however the publication date of JP 2004-167249 is after the present 
application's own priority date. USPN 6,405,402 further does not include a brush 
support structure having a body formed with a hole and an upward extending member 
extending upward from the body to the brush and having a hollow portion which 
communicates with the hole and a upper opening, a projection cap having a pressing 
projection engaging into the upper opening of the upward extending member, the length 
variable member does not have a supporting disc, and thereby does not have an 
outermost segment engaged with a supporting disc. 

USPN 5,339,483 to Byun discloses a cosmetic brush that has telescopic 
movement, however does not include a guiding member fixedly installed with a first 
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member, a brush support structure having a body formed with a hole and an upward 
extending member extending upward from the body to the brush and having a hollow 
portion which communicates with the hole and a upper opening, a projection cap having 
a pressing projection engaging into the upper opening of the upward extending 
member, a length variable member having a supporting disc or plurality of segments, 
and also does not include a spring. 

USPN 1,725,464 to Lysons and USPN 2,944,274 to Hopkins each disclose types 
of fountain brushes that provide shaving cream or other cosmetic treating material from 
a reservoir to a brush surface. Lysons and Hopkins each provide a teaching of a 
projection cap with a pressing projection that is received by a brush support structure 
that has a hole and an upper extending member that is extending upwardly having a 
hollow portion, which is present in order to prevent the cosmetic treating material from 
leaking out of a reservoir that is contained in the assembly.
